The Advices by Yefterday’s Mail from Holland 
let us fully into the Secret of the Count de N-uperg’s 
being oblig'd to ftay fo long in the Camp of the Grand 
Vizier. He only waited tor che Rerurn of an Ex- 

reis which the latter had fent to Conflantinople wi.h 

ifpatches relating to the Negociation of Peace, 
which fince his Ketuta has been carried on with 
fuch Succefa, that on the zoth of Auguft OS. the 
Preliminaries of it were fign’d by the Grand Vizier, 
the Count de Neuperg, and the Marquis de \Lille- 
neuve Ambaffador of Wrance. “Tis thereby agreed, 
That the Emperor fhal! abandon Belgrad: and Servia, 
together with Orfova, to the ee Signior ; That 
for the future the Danube and the Saave thal! be rie 
Limits of the two Empires; Thar the Ciry of Tem:- 
{waer and the Bannat of that Name fhall remain co 
his Fmperial Majetty, with al the Territories thereto 
belonging, including Meadia; That Orfova fhall 
remain in its prefent Scare ; but char the Fortifications 
of Belgrade fhall be demolith’d. "Tis (aid, chet the 
Treaty of Peace is to be fign’d under the Guaranty of 
France. ° was Ripulated at the fame time, thar the 
Emperor fhould nor only withdraw his Troaps from 
Belgrade, but alfo his Artillery, his Magzzines, his 
Ammunition and Provifions, and every thisg is ge~ 
neral which was for the U'= of the Garifon: That the 
Inhabitants fheuld ‘be allow’d Four Days.to retire 
with their Eff-€ts; That the Imperialifts thould nor

fhould deliver up one of the Gates. The Command- 
ant, viz. General Suckaw, made Anfwer, that be nad 
Orders from the Emperor to defend the Place. to the 
daft Extremity ; that he would obcy thofe Orcers, and 
that the Place was in a Condition to hold out ftili a 
long Time, This Refufal put the Grand Vizier out 
of all Patience ; fo that Recourfe was immediately 
had to the Count de Wallis, who fent to acquaint Ge- 
neral Suckaw, that he mighr fa'ely contorm fo the 
-Coant de Neuperg’s Direétion ; that the Peace was 
entirely conciuded ; and that he might without any 
Fear deliver up the Gate: And, for his farther Satif- 
faftion, he inform'’d him of the Ex:ent of the latt 
Full-powers which he had recciv’d from Vicnna 
Upon this General Suckaw deliver’d up the Gare of 
Wartenburg in the Evening to the Turks. Alter 
which Count Neuperp’s Prefence being no longer ne- 
eeflary in their Camp, he fer out on the 2ift, afrer 
having receiv'd frefh Compliments from the Grand 
Vizier, who made him a Prefent of a Horfe very 
tiehly accoutred ; and the fame Day the faid Count 
return'd to the Imperial Camp, where he caus’d the 
Ceffation of Hoftilirics ro b= precliim’4, and fent the 
Count de Mercy to carry the Arricles of the Peace to 
Vienna. 

Next Day Genetal Wallis going to the Turks 
Camp, went with che Grand Vizier into Belgrade, 
where 3600 Mea of the Garifon began immediately 
to demolifh che Fortifications. The Count de Neu- 
pee did all he could to obrain that Ruffia might be 

aded in the Peace. The Marquis de Villeneuve 
tsbour’d for the fame Purpofe; as did a Ruffian Mi- 
nifter, who came upon that Octafion to the Turke 
Camp, tho’ without fufficient Full-powers ; bur the 
Grand Vizier declared, that he had no Orders to ad- 
mit thar Power inro the Pedce, and that the Grand 
Signior referv'd it co himielt to treat therewith as the 
Circumftances of Affairs fhoulc render it feazible, 

W hile the Articles of the Peace were {ettling, the 
Count de Nevperg receiv'd Advice of fome Advan- 
tages gato’d by che Ruflans in Moldavia; bur the 
Grand Vizier pretended that it did not deferve Cre- 
dit, bow truce forver they ‘made ir appear to him. 
Sisce the Peac: was fign'd he has fent a confiderable 
Detachment from his Army to pafs the Danube at 
Orfova and Widdin, and tomarch with all Expedi- 
tion towards Moldavia, in order to oblige the Ruf- 
fran Army to repafs the Niefer. He has already re- 
leas'd feveral Imperial Officers that were his Prifon- 
ers, and fence them home with Prefents. The Ceffa- 
tion of Hoftilities with the Imperialifts has been pro- 
Claim'd in the Turks Camp, with very preat Sheurs. 
The Count de Neuperg owns in Juftice to the French 
Ambaflador, that he labour'd for the Peace with all 
the Zeal and Refolution poflible, and thar he had 
muchvado i-veral times to conquer the Obflinacy with 
which the Grand Vizier demanded exorbitant Condi- 
tions. The Ruffisn Miniftrr font a Courier to Peters- 
burg wyh Advice cf this Peace, and of the Circum- 
fances attending it; and a Courier has been dil- 
patch'd to the Emperor's Ambaflador in Ruffia with 
Orders to reprefent to that Court, that the Motives 
which have derermin’d his kmperial Maj:fty to make 
this definitive Treaty wich the Porte, were, his AF. 
fection for the Welfare of bis People, and his Defire 
ro fee his SubjeGts of Hungary deliver’d from the 
Calamitics which they fuffer’d by the Peftilence .and 
the Sword.
